Nearly the Whole Session to be Taken up in Discuss- 
ing Points of Law Belative to Election of 
Judges—A List of Members of the Stend- 
ina Committees cf the House. 


The session of the house and senate was 
mostly taken up with a discussion of the re- 
port of the ‘elections before the legislature” 


committee on the alleged vacancy in the 
Northeastern circuit, and the matter is still 


in abeyance. The standing committees were 


also appointed. 
THE SENATE PROCEEDINGS. 

The senate was called to order at 10 o clock, 
and after prayer by Kev. W. H. McIntosh, 
D.D., the roll was called and the journal was 
read and approved. Leave of absence was 
granted Senators Peeples, —e Tatum, 
Jones, Baker, Eakesand Yow until Wedni 
morning. The roll was called for the intro- 
ductton of bills. By Mr, Frederick—An act 
to change the time of holding the superior 
court of Macon county. By Mr. Martin.—An 
act to provide for the disbursement of fines 
and forfeitures collected in county courts in 
cases transfered to such courts from the supe- 
rior courtsand to create and regulate liens 
thereon. By Mr. Parks.—An act to prescribe 
an additional mode offoreclosing mortgages 
on personal property. On motion of Senator 
Hoyt, the senate took a recess of twenty 


minutes. The house resolution having 
reference to the election of judges 
and other officers was taken up 


and Senator Tutt moved that ghe senate 
amendment thereto ‘‘that the election of 
judges shall proceed in accordanc2? with the 
constitution” be receded from, the house 
having refused to concur in said amendment. 
Senator DuBignon offered a substitue that 
the senate insist upon this amendment, 
whereupon Senator Tutt withdrew his mo- 
tion. | 

Senator DuBignon then moved that a com- 
mittee of conference be appointed to consider 
the amendment under discussion, which mo- 
tion was carried and the president named 
Senators DuBignon, Tutt and Gustin, as mem- 
bers of this committee of conference on the 
part of the senate. 


At this juncture a sealed message was re- 
ceived from his  excellency, Governor 
Stephens, and, on motion of Senator George, 
the senate went into executive session, during 
which the following confirmations were 
made: B. P. Bailey, judge of the county 
court of Jasper; H. W. Baldwin, judge of the 
county court of Morgan; N. D. Harden, judge 
of the city court of Savannah, and W. R. 
Mustin, ecliditor of the county court of Mor- 
gan. The senate glided into another twenty 
minute recess, after which the rules were 
suspended and Senator Jone; introduced a 
bill to amend section 3,033 of the code. | Re- 
ferred to the judiciary committee. Sena- 
tor DuBignon, chairman of the 
conference committee submitted a 
report that the resolution having refer- 
ence to the election of judges had been 
amended by said committee, in such man- 
ner that the election of officers by the gener- 
al assembly would begin on ‘Thursday—the 
election to be conducted in accordance with 
the second section of the act of 1881. 
port was adopted. 

A message from the senate announced that 
the house, too, had agreed to tbe report of 
the committee of conference. Senator Tatum 
moved that the senate adjourr to ten o'clock 
Wednesday. The motion wes lost. 

On motion of Senator Drsignon, the sen- 
ate adjourned to ten this inorning.

Upon this motion the ayes were 62 and the 
noes 74; so the motion to table was lost. Mr. 
Hulsey, of Fulton, said he had concurred in 
the report of the committee; lie believed now 
the report of the committee was right; but, as 
there were others who differed with him, he 
favored the submission of this question, 
which was of the highest importance, to the 
judiciary committee, so that as much light as 
possible might be thrown upon this subject, 
and that it might be investigated with all the 
pare that the gravity of the question de- 
manded. Mr. Spence, of Mitchell, called 
the previous question, which was sustained, 
and, on motion to reconsider, the 
vote was—ayes, 82; noes, 47, so the motion 
Mr. Harris, of Bibb, moved to re- 
consider the action of the house in refusing to 
concur in the senate amendment to the house 
resolution, fixing the election of judges in 
Thursday. Hesaid thata number of candi- 
dates and friends were absent, as well as sev- 
eral members of the house. He thought it 
would be right and proper to reconsider this 
motion. 

The motion to recongider prevailed. Mr. 
Harris then moved to concurin the senate 
amendment, striking out Monday and in- 
serting Thursday. The senate resolution was 
then concurred in. 

Mr. Rountree, of Brooks, moved the adop- 
tion of his substitute referring the question of 
the vacancy in the Northeastern circuit to 
the general judiciary committee. Mr. Ray, 
of Coweta, maintained that the resolution was 
not in the nature of a substitute Phe ques- 
tion was then divided and the first part of 
Mr. Rountree’s resolution was adopted. Mr. 


Bartlett, o: Bibb, made a compre 
hensive argument against the adoption of 
the substitute. Mr. Spence, of Mitchell,

Asto whether we can make the report full 
or not we cannot say.

Two of our 
couriers haVe over forty miles to ride after 
they have collected the returns from twelve 
precincts each and the counting has been fin- 
ished. Six others have over twenty miles to 
ride.

The moon isnot due until 53 o'clock, 
and if the starlight is blotted out and a blind- 
ing rain added to the darkness, it will cer- 
tainly take heroic work, and be 
miracle if these eight men, speeding through 
the nightand doing a big day’s journey in a 
few hours, should each reach his destination. 
A heavy rain to-day would make a dozen 
creeks and rivers in north Georgia impassible 
by midnight, und the mountain 
roads slippery that horse 
can hardly climbthem. Behind these riders 
are over two hundred couriers sent to special 
precincts, many of whom have to ride ove-c 
thirty miles, counting both ways. The failure 
of any one of these couriers to make his trip 
in time would throw the others out and make 
the work imperfect. A  deadened _ tele- 
phone wire,a miscalculation, one man taking 
the wrong road in the dark—any one of ten 
thousand accidents, a hundred of which may 
happen stand between us anda perfect report. 

But wearenot ‘‘hedging’’ in our enter- 
prise. We firmly believe, rain or shine, star- 
light or darkness, we shall have the news from 
every precinct in to-morrow’s paper. Our 
men are beyond the reach of the wire. We 
can get them no word of advice, or appeal. 
But we rely on their energy § and 
intelligence. Every one of them is enthusi- 
astic and determined, and each man feels 
that the success of the whole scheme depends 
on his own work. They all know that we 
have backed them up at every possible point, 
sparing neither pains nor expense to lighten 
their work or assure their success and ours, 
No inan has to ride one foot further than was 
absolutely necessary, nor to do with fewer 
horses and men than he wanted. The tele- 
graph, telephone and rail, has been called on 
for allitcan do to aid them. We have spent 
over $1,000 to get the news of these two dis- 
tricts, and if we don’t get it, our readers may 
feel sure that several disabled men and horses 
are scattered about on the mountain roads of 
north Georgia, and that Wednesday's day- 
break wili find them hobbling on towards the 
telegraph stations.

What the Leading Politicians of the State are Doing 
Among the People-—The Seventh and Ninth 
Congressiona!] Districte—The State in Gen- 
eral— Letters from Well Known Men. 
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A good sized audience assembled at the hall of 
the house of representatives last night to indorse 
the Hon. N. J. Hammond, representative of the 
fifth conyressional district, and to hold a regular 
jollification meeting. 

Captain John Milledge, president, read a list of 
the] gentlemen who weuld = address the 
meeting. In few pleasant and  perti- 
nent remarke s, he introduced Colonel 
L. J. Glenn. ’Tis unnecessary to say anything of 
the oratory of Colonel Gienn; from his early man 
hood he has been a firm, consistent democrat, and 
whenever called upon, an interesting, earnest and 
eloquent speaker.

TO SQUARE ACCOUNTS. 


Man-Slayer Accompanties ir Sheriff to the 
Place of His Miadeeda. 

Among the passengers who reached Atlan- 
ta yesterday from the south were an Iowa 
sheriff and an lowa man-slayer, the 
latter of whom is going back to be tried for 
the ctime of which he stands charged. 

The sheriff, wo is a small effeminate look- 
ing individual, gave his name as C. H. How- 
ardand said that his home was in Platte 
city. Of his prisoner he said 
that his pame was T. P. Jenkins, and that he 
was wanted for killing a companion in a row 
in a eee abaya house during the last Christ- 
mas holidays. From the sheriff's story it ap- 
pears that Jenkins anda life long compan- 
ion became involved in a. fight 
about a woman, during which Jenkins cut 
his adversary’s throat with a small pocket- 
knife and then after seeing the enormity 
of his crime attempted to kill himself. Self 
murder, however, was not so easy, and 
apart from a stab in his left breast inflicted 
with hisown hand, Jenkins was uninjured 
when arrested. The next morning after the 
killing Jenkins’ wound began to give rise to 
apprehensions of his death and he was re- 
moved from the cell to a room in

im. At the end of a couple of weeks he was 
pronounced out of danger but before he was 
well enough to be confined in a cell, he made 
his escape and has been at large until about 
two weeks ago, when he was captured in 
Louisiana near New Orleans. 

Jenkins is a@large fine looking young 
man of about twenty-one yearsof age. His 
face was devoid of beard and _ his 
head was covered with a fine jet 
black curly suit of hair. His hands 
were soft and white, and looked il] at ease in 
the heavy handcuffs which bound them to- 
gether. Concerning his trouble he talked 
freely, and quietly = here the charge to be 
frue, but attempting to exonerate himself by 
pleading drunkenness at the time the killing 
was done. 

He declined to tell how he escaped. but 

alks willingly of his meanderings through 
che south, and tells with a smile how he es- 
caped the police at various places. He says he 
was in Atlanta when the Logansport bank de- 
faulter was arrested by Captain Bagby,and that 
he left on the next train for Florida, but stop- 
ped at Macon where he gave Chief Hurley a 
scientific dodge, who was, he thought, upon 
his track. Jenkins appears to be confident of 
an acquittal and says the only thing that will 
prevent an acquittal is his escape.
